A VALUABLE WORK. 
Secretary of State Tirame has issued 
the blae book for 1889, which is one of 
the most important publications of the 
kind ever presented to the people of this 
state. Besides containing an official list 
of all the members of the legislature from 
beginning of the territorial government 
to the present time, it has many interest­ 
ing and permanently valuable election 
statistics, and likewise important tables 
of population. 
Among other things, the blue book 
gives the valuation of all real estate and 
total valuation of all property in ooun- 
ties, deduced from the assessors’ returns. 
A list of postoffices is given, in alpha- 
batteal order and by counties. The num­ 
ber of pension claims presented and al­ 
lowed from 1861 to 1888 by the United 
Bt&tep, and the number paid in Wiscon­ 
sin, by counties, are shown, together 
with other matters of general interest, in 
addition to the usual amount of space 
devoted to the constitutions of the 6late 
of Wisconsin and United Btates. 
Th a bock shows that the assessed value 
of fill I Bitonal property in the state is 
3125,922,683. 
The total value cf all city 
and village lots is 3152,345.964 and the 
total value of lands is $302,996,102, mak­ 
ing the total assessed value of all pro- 
petty $581,264,749. 
The mill tex for 
educational purposes amounted in 1888 
to $1,069 541.95, 
The total taxes of 
towns, cities and villages fcr cnrrent ex­ 
penses, atrcunted to $2,487,874 46; for 
school purposes, $2,175,561.88; for the 
support of poor, $103 958.47; for roads 
and bridges, including poll taxes, $1,- 
682,901.94; for other purposes, $1,299,- 
692.99, making a total of $7 749,989.74. 
The total taxes of counties amount to 
$11,549,474 44. 
The county taxes were expended as 
follows: 
For support of poor, $308,928,- 
38; for county buildings, $213,765; for 
railroad aid, $66,437.39; for roads aud 
bridges, $94,186.16; for salaries of county 
officers, S419,711.93; for court expenses,

making a total amonnt of taxes expend­ 
ed, $2,471,233.52. The total indebted­ 
ness of the towns, cities aud villages of 
thejstate is $7,047,509.69. 
The number of acres of laud assessed 
in 1888 was'29,803,642. The cumber of 
Wisconsin newspapers is given at 450. 
The whole number of postoffices in the 
state is shown to be 1,546. The nam* 
ber of pensioners in the state is placed 
at 13.982, and the total amount paid them 
for|quarter is $436,347.20, The number of 
a ires of forest in the state is estimated 
at 17,000,000. The total resources of the 
banks in the state aggregate $31,557,- 
484.85.

A Short Soul o n a t f ig Illinois Solon*— 
In Other State*, 
S pringfield, HL, Fab. 26.—Although 
not fifty members were present when tho 
House met at 5 o’clock Monday afternoon 
that body did considerable business. 
Im­ 
mediately after the reading of tho journal 
Mr. Reynolds of Cook reported that the 
committee on municipal corporations had 
considered the annexation bill referred 
to 
it, 
and after full deliberation de­ 
sired to report another bill as a substitute, 
with tho recommendation that the old bill 
lie upon the table. Tho roport was accepted 
and the substitute bill ordered printed. 
Several important bills were introduced 
by Mr. Hunt. 
Tho 
first appropriated 
$1,000 yearly to tho Illinois Dairymen’s 
association for compiling, printing, and 
distributing it? reports, and the second 
prohibited tho manufacture and sale of in­ 
toxicating liqurrs in tho State of Illinois. 
This bill is identical to the one introduced 
in tho Senate by Mr. Fuller. 
The third 
bill provided for tho appointment by tho 
Governor, with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, of a State veterinary board of 
five members. 
AU applicants for certifi­ 
cates os veterinary surgeons are to appear 
beforo this board and bo examined as to 
their qualifications. 
A penalty is provided 
for any man who practices as a veterinar­ 
ian in tho State of Illinois without a certi­ 
ficate from tho board. 
Mr. Hurst presented a bill repealing the 
obnoxious sections of the Colo boycott law. 
Tho same gentleman also introduced a bill 
reducing tho maximum rate of interest in 
tho State of Illinois to 0 per cent. 
Mr. Jones of Sangamon introduced a bill 
providing a severe penalty for butchers 
who sell or exhibit for sale diseased meat, 
or who purchase or keep on their premises 
diseased animals for the purpose of slaugh­ 
tering them for sale. 
Mr. Sundelius introduced a bill amend­ 
ing the law in regard to building and loan 
associations and regulating the 
uso of 
profits and rate of interest in such associa­ 
tions.

months ago Cardinal Manning prepared 
a review of the workings of the public 
school system , especially in the United 
States, which appears in the Forum for 
March. 
He regards compulsory state 
education as the cause of great evil to 
society aud he attributes much of the 
growth of crime in certain sections of the 
United States to the vicious effects of 
secular teaching. He writes: 
“Compulsory education without free 
ohoice a n i provision for that free choice 
in 
matters 
of 
religion 
and con­ 
science, is, and ever must be, un­ 
just 
and destructive of the mcral 
life et a people. Education that 18 
only secular dooms 
religion to grad­ 
ual extinction. Education that is com­ 
mon violates conscience, and compulsory 
violates the (rights both of parents and 
children. 
Having, in 1883, asked my 
own countryman, ‘Is the Ohristianity of 
England worth preserving?’ affiiming, as 
I do, that the board school system tends 
inevitably to its extinction, I will ask my 
American brethern, both catholic and 
protestant, ‘Is christianity of America 
worth preserving?’ being rationally and 
firmly convinced that the public school 
system also tends inevitably to its ex 
tinotion. As I appealed years ago to 
*iie christian conscience of England in 
Anglicans, 
nonconformists 
of 
every 
name, and in catholics, 
so 
now 
I 
would appeal to the christian 
con 
science of the descendants of the Pil­ 
grim Fathers, and to thoee who forsook 
home, and all that the world coouta 
dearest, for liberty of conscience, to de­ 
fend themselves from secular meddling 
*n faith and religion. I cannot see: I 
How the state can retain its purely secu­ 
lar character pud action if the Bible be 
introduced into the schools. 
The Bible 
is immutably a cede of religion. 
2. Nor 
hi w the state can order its introduction 
aith ' ut violating the religious conscience 
and spiritual independence of tho Amer­ 
ican people. J. Nor *bow the reading 
of the Bible in any sense but its own 
true sente can educate the children of 
chm ttan parents. 4. Nor how the read­ 
ing of it can counterbalance the intrinsic 
moral evils cf the common-achool sys­ 
tem, especially in the violation of parental 
aotbonty and the destruction of the in­ 
stincts of home." 
Cardinal Manning’s argument brings 
up one phase of the subject of Human 
Catholicism in relation to republican in­ 
stitutions. 
Other recent articles that 
have appeared in the Forum ou various 
phases of this subject are, “ Civil Gov­ 
ernment and the Papacy,” by P ro f.E

The current expenses of tho State 
fcfiFcmment for tho fiscal year of 1890, tak­ 
ing the expenditures of former years as a 
basis, aro $1,851,570, and a deficit over re­ 
ceipts of $151,570, showing a total deficit 
over all receipts for the fiscal year 1889, 
1890 and 1891 of $2,052,510. 
A loan of 
not less than $2,200,000 will bo necessary 
under tho above statement. 
Long loans 
can bo negotiated on better terms than for 
short periods.

W illow and W illow Ware*. 
The willow ware industry has 
been 
slowly increasing in our Eastern States of 
late years, but is as yet in its infancy. The 
immense unutilized areas of land along our 
many rivers, portions of the sea coast, and 
of some uplands and prairies not suitable 
for any other agricultural pursuit, invlfe 
capital and energy to invest in tho pro­ 
duction of osier, chiefly for the manufac­ 
ture of basket ware. 
According to the 
census of 1880, there were in the country 
304 willow ware establishments, with a 
capital 
of $1,852,917, engaging 
8,11$ 
hands, paying animally the sum of $657,- 
405 for wages, and producing $1,992,851. 
The value 
of materials consumed was 
$867,041, of which, however, but a por­ 
tion was produced here. 
Tho importation 
of both raw and manufactured material 
will be greatly reduced, and the demand 
for willow ware materially increased, if the 
profit to be derived from a systematic pro­ 
duction of osier becomes once better gener­ 
ally understood. 


The B ill to Pension Justice* of the 
preme Court Passe* the Senate. 
M adison, Wis., Feb. 26.—Among tho 
bills of general interest passsd by tho Sen­ 
ate Monday evening were those to enable 
married women to obtain from their hus­ 
band proper support and maintenance, and 
for the retirement of justices of the Su­ 
premo court. 
Tho bill provides that when­ 
ever a justice of tho Supremo court shall 
resign his office, having held his office as 
such justice at least ten years, and having 
attained tho age of TO years, ho shall dur­ 
ing tho rest of his natural life receive 
three-fifths of the samo salary which was 
by law payable to him at tho time of his 
resignation. 
Such portion of his salary 
shall tie payable in the samo manner as the 
fnll salary was paid to him at the time of 
his resignation, and there is appropriated 
from the general fund annually after any 
such resignation or resignations shall occur 
sufficient sums to pay such portions of the 
salaries thus provided for.

Horrible Explosion in a Pennsylvania 
Factory. | 


W ilk esbar re, Pa., Feb. 26.—A terrible 
disaster occurred at Plymouth, a few miles 
from hero Monday afternoon by which tho 
souls of ten girls and one man wero hurled 
into eternity. 
Back of tho Gaylord shaft 
stood tho factory of John Powell, used for 
the manufacture of squibs, used by minors 
in loosening coal In tho mines. 
Tho fac­ 
tory employed eighty-four girls, ranging 
from 12 to 20 years, and several workmen. 
While the majority of girls wero at their 
homes eating 
dinner tho people wero 
startled by the deafening thunders of t 
terrific explosion. 
They rushed terror 
stricken to their doors and windows, and 
in the distance saw clouds of smoko ascend­ 
ing from the 
squib factory. 
Soon 
large 
crowd had 
gathered around 
and women began wringing their hands, 
and men turned away from tho sight 
presented when the charred body of 
young girl was 6een lying in one of tho 
rooms and tho fact became known that at 
least twenty persons were in tho building 
at tho time of th© explosion eating their 
noonday lunch. 
The scene was fraught 
with terror, as th© girls, somo of them 
bleeding, others gasping for a few breaths 
of fresh air, rushed to the windows and 
screamed frantically for help. 
About this 
time a dozen miners from tho adjoining 
colliery came upon the scene and as soon as 
they saw tho bleeding forms of tho girls 
calling for aid they rushed toward tho 
building in a body, 
but 
fate 
pre­ 
vented 
their 
proffered 
succor. 
As 
soon as they stepped near the door another 
terrific explosion took place and the entire 
building collapsed, burying in the ruins the 
forms that a moment beforo stood crying 
for assistance. 
The braver of tho men, 
when the smoke and flying debris bad set­ 
tled, rushed among tho ruins, and ono by 
one the bodies were found and taken out, 
charred beyond recognition, bleeding and 
mangled. 
As mothers saw and recognized 
some familiar token or piece of dress by 
which they could tell their loved ones the 
scene was one that represented the extreme 
throes of sorrow. 
The bodies, as fast as 
they wero taken out, were removed to an 
undertaking establishment, where 
they 
were placed in a row. 
The features of the 
dead wer& so badly mutilated that they 
were scarcely recognizable. 
The killed so far as known are:

John Powell, the proprietor, was badly

known. 
Business in tho little town has been entirely 
suspended and a death-like pall hangs over 
th© community. 
Several kegs of powder which were 
stored in ono of tho rooms caused the ex­ 
plosion, but how fhgy wero ignited ta 
•Cill a mystery.

The greatest enthusiasm prevailed 
along the route.

Here tho veterans 
of George ll. Thomas post were in line, 
among them being Gen. Ia*w Wallace and 
many other well known men.

General’s carriage drove up they opened 
ranks and a cheer went up ii*' rn tho 
thousands of people that was heard for 
many squares. 
From this point to the sta ­ 
tion it was an impenetrable throng. 
The 
buildings were black with people. 
At tho 
intersection of M arket and Pennsylvania 
streets the memliers of tho Legislature 
were drawn up in lines ami tho carriages 
passed through the open files, the law­ 
makers cheering lustily. 
They then fell in 
line and escorted the General to tho sta­ 
tion.

Tho speech was received with cheers. 
At 
its conclusion tho General re-entered his car 
and tho train at once proceeded. 
The Departu re. 
Columbus, Ohio, 
Fob. 26.—The train 
pulled out of the Union station at 3:19 p. 
rn., cheered by thousands of people. 
As it 
passed the grounds of the Deaf and Dumb 
institute, just east of tho city, tho fences 
and freight cars on an adjoining track 
wore covered by the hundreds of pupils of 
tho school, to whom Gen. Harrison waved 
his hand. 
Irvington, tho seat of Butler 
university, 
turned out several hundred 
spectators, as did also the towns of Cum­ 
berland, 
Philadelphia, 
Greenfield, and 
Charlottesville. 
When Knightstown was 
reached, where is located the Soldiers’ 
Orphans’ home, the train (stopped for a 
moment. 
A crowd of five or six hundred 
gathered about the rear platform and gave 
three cheers for Harrison.

died away Gen. Harrison said:

Mr. Booher having qualified, and the jour­ 
nal having been approved, Mr. Bland re­ 
sumed his dilatory tactics and moved a re­ 
cess for thirty minutes.

found the tellers still at their posts, and 
then Mr. Bland, having accomplished his 
object in nullifying the order assigning one 
hour to the consideration of measures called 
up by unanimous consent, withdrew his 
motion and permitted the cog-wheels of 
legislation to revolve. 
Mr. Hatch (Mo.) asked unanimous con­ 
sent for non-concurrence in the Senate 
amendments to the agricultural appropria­ 
tion bill, but Mr. 
Sherman (N. Y.) ob­ 
jected. 
Mr. Peel Ark.) submitted the conference 
report on the bill authorizing the I^eaven- 
worth & Rio Grande railway company to 
construct a road across the Indian Terri­ 
tory. 
Mr. Crisp (Ga.), in the interest of the 
California contested election case, raised 
the question of consideration. 
Again the legislative machinery lie ame 
clogged. 
The House finally decided to 
consider the conference rejiort. 
Mr. O’Neal (Pa.) demanded the yeas and 
nays, but not being able to muster sufficient 
Strength to support h s demand roiortel to 
filibustering methods and moved an ad­ 
journment.

The yeas and nays tieing ordered, the 
mass of the Republicans refrained from 
voting in order to establish "no quorum ,” 
but subsequently when it was manifest that 
tho object had not been accomplished, the 
Republicans recorded their votes in tho 
negative.

Many L ight-IIouse B ills Pasted by the 
Upper House. 
W ashington, Feb. 26.—In the Senate 
Monday morning the following light house 
bills were reported from the committee on 
commerce and passed: 
Tile House bill for certain lights on the 
coast of Mississippi at Pascagoula and Pearl 
river: fur the re-establishment of the light­ 
house at Point Isabel, Texas; for a light­ 
house and steam fog whistle on tho eastern 
end of the outer breakwater at Chicago; 
for a light-house at Hecate Head, Oregon, 
and for a steam tender for the great lakes. 
The following House bills were passed: 
For tho establishment of a light and fog 
signal at Humboldt, Cal., on a more secure 
site; for a lighthouse on an eleven-foot 
shoal off Point Peninsula, Lake Michigan; 
for sundry lights on Lakes Erie, Ontario 
and Michigan. 
These bills were all passed, 
with amendments, and conferences were 
asked. 
Tho following House bills were also 
passed: 
In regard to collection districts in Texas; 
to extend the limits of the port of Mem­ 
phis Tenn ; to authorize the United States 
Gas company to lay conduit pipes across 
the Ohio river; for a life-saving station at 
Croquille river, Oregon; to authorize tho 
city ofXako View, 111., to erect a crib in 
Lake Michigan for water purposes; and to 
adm it to register the steamer George H. 
Parker, owned in Michigan.

According to the Register it appears that 
the Whitewater man has been "stag­ 
gered” by the faot that from 25 to 30 
thousand pounds of good, nice, whole­ 
some fish have been taken out of ^vosh- 
konongin little ieee than two mouth?* 
and that wagon loads of fish have been 
sold within a radius of fifteen miles of 
the lake, Of course, as sobn as the man 
recovers from this staggering blow to bis 
game and fish protection ideas he pro­ 
ceeds to “fix it” by trying to secure the 
passage of a bill. 
Well, lets see, some 
twenty-five to thirty thousand pound of 
nice fish have been sold to the surround - 
ing towns and county, tarnishing good 
and reasonably cheap food and at the 
low estimate of $100 per ton amounting 
in value to twelve or fifteen hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The Whitewater man farther saith, 
that he has “learned from most reliable 
sources that these fish were only part 
grown, perhaps from one to two pounds 
each,” then after suggesting that these
